HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  1978 

The  graduating  class  of  1978  has  seen  many  changes  take  place  here  at  WSSU  since  our  initial  enrollment  in  1974  First  and  foremost  our  gargantuan 
class  size  was  itself  a  change  agent.  In  fact,  our  freshman  class  was  the  largest  class  ever  to  enter  WSSU.  Just  like  the  elephant  being  able  to  sleep 
anywhere  it  wants,  it  was  so  during  our  first  days  as  fledging  Rams  and  Ewes,  all  900  strong.  We  caused  the  old  dorms  to  reach  way,  way  back  for  some  of 
that  old.  old  time  religion  as  they  moaned,  groaned,  and  creaked  under  our  weight.  The  realization  that  we  were  change  agents  occurred  when  three  stu- 
dents were  assigned  to  each  dormitory  room  instead  of  the  usual  two.  Secondly,  Bickett  Hall,  which  had  formerly  been  a  male  dormitory,  was  changed  to  a 
female  dormitory.  And  finally.  Third  Street  Dormitory  was  set  up  to  eliminate  some  of  the  overcrowding  in  Brown  Hall. 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  four  years,  another  change  agent  not  only  existed  in  our  midst,  but  it  actually  blossomed  and  flowered.  It  was  none  other 
than  the  heterogeneity  of  our  class.  This  heterogeneity,  a  part  of  a  nationwide  awareness,  manifest  itself  in  the  composition  of  our  student  body.  As  a 
microcosm  of  the  larger  society,  we,  too,  were  beginning  to  recognize  the  right  of  all  people  to  fully  participate  in  the  pursuit  of  the  American  dream 
through  a  college  education.  As  a  result  of  this  new  awareness,  our  student  body  ages  ranged  from  the  late  teens  to  the  sixties,  from  the  well-endowed  to 
the  handicapped,  and  from  being  a  predominantly  black  institution  to  representing  the  four  corners  of  the  world. 

A  special  word  must  be  said  where  our  handicapped  students  are  concerned  Our  being  together  the  past  four  years  has  proven  to  be  a  most  beneficial 
relationship.  We  have  learned  much  from  each  other  and,  as  a  result,  each  of  us  is  more  aware  of  the  richness  and  the  diversity  in  the  family  of  man.  Many 
meaningful  and  provocative  exchanges  have  transpired  among  us,  whether  we  debated  in  Coltrane  Hall  or  in  the  warm  spring  sun  in  front  of  Blair  Hall. 

A  third  area  where  the  freshmen  class  of  1974  was  to  again  be  conduit  for  change  was  in  the  area  of  academics.  Ours  was  the  first  class  to  have  a  large 
choice  of  major  fields  with  the  addition  of  the  Urban  Affairs  major  in  the  Social  Science  Department  and  the  new  emphasis  placed  on  Business  as  a  major 
field  of  study. 

Our  years  also  saw  the  fall  of  rigid  dormitory  rules  and  the  word  "visitation"  became  "THE  WORD"  during  our  sophomore  and  junior  years.  The  ar- 
ticulate defenders  of  the  right  of  adults  to  visit  adults  at  any  time  and  in  any  place  were  energetic  and  aggressive.  They  made  mockery  of  the  naivete  of 
campus  authorities  who  still  thought  immorality  could  occur  only  in  dormitories  after  dark.  They  argued  that  an  undergraduate  could  commit  all  the  im- 
moral acts  there  are  before  the  curfew  deadline.  *•'■>  ^^mm       1  .  ^** 

Near  the  end  of  the  second  semester  of  1974,  our  class  witnessed  the  opening  and  dedications  erve  of  the  Kenneth  R.  Wiliams  Auditorium.  Since  then, 
our  class  has  seen  several  other  new  buildings  added  to  the  distinctive  WSSU  skyline.  These  buildings  include  the  new  maintenance  building,  a  new  girl's 
dormitory,  and  finally  but  not  least,  the  new  gym,  dedicated  to  the  one  and  only,  Clarence  "Bighouse"  Gaines.  For  the  record,  Coach  Gaines  won  his  600th 
basketball  game  on  December  31,  1977. 

WSSU  continued  to  enhance  its  academic  programs  during  the  1975-1976  school  year.  The  Education  Department  further  strengthened  its  curriculum. 
Several  new  courses  were  added  in  Special  Education.  Students  involved  in  reading  education  went  to  Public  schools  to  assist  students  who  had  reading 
deficiencies.  ^k 

Extra-curricular  activities  as  far  as  sports  are  concerned  were  a  little  disappointing  during  the  1975-1976  school  year.  The  Ram  football  team  won  only 
one  game  the  entire  season,  but  the  basketball  team  lifted  a  student's  morale  by  winning  first  place  in  the  CIAA  Southern  Division. 

The  1976-1977  school  year  was  a  year  full  of  turmoil,  directed  primarily  toward  student  activities.  We  wanted  more  input  in  this  vital  area  of  student 
life.  However,  all  was  not  code  red  in  1976-1977.  The  bounce  of  the  basketball  provided  us  with  more  heart-rendering  excitement.  The  Ram  basketball 
team  brought  home  the  CIAA  Championship  title  for  the  eighth  time.  We  were  also  thrilled  to  be  a  part  of  a  student  body  with  an  athletic  program  that  af- 
forded females  an  opportunity  to  excel. 

The  spring  of  our  junior  year  was  full  of  the  air  of  anticipation.  Students,  faculty,  and  staff  pondered  and  wondered  who  would  be  the  chief  ad- 
ministrator upon  the  retirement  of  Chancellor  Kenneth  R.  Williams.  Shortly  before  the  end  of  the  school  year,  the  question  of  the  year  was  answered  when 
the  Search  Committee  announced  that  Dr.  H.  Douglas  Covington  would  be  the  new  Chancellor  for  WSSU   He  is  the  6th  in  WSSU's  history. 

There  are  many  memories  that  we  have  acquired  over  the  past  four  years  while  attending  WSSU.  Our  last  year  at  Winston-Salem  State  University  was  by 
far  the  best  since  we  have  the  rare  experience  of  being  senior. 

After  several  years  of  being  in  limbo,  the  Greek  letter  organizations  found  themselves.  Brutality  and  old  "frat"  hubris  had  led  to  their  being  suspended. 
We  are  proud  to  say  that  they  no  longer  direct  the  bulk  of  their  energies  toward  a  torturous  road  for  the  pledges.  Instead,  they  direct  the  bulk  of  their 
energies  toward  the  lofty  ideals  for  which  they  were  first  founded.  The  Greek  letter  organizations  have  become  more  service  oriented,  emphasizing  com- 
munity consciousness  and  community  involvement. 

During  our  four  wonderful  years,  we  have  witnessed  the  influx  of  social  fraternities  with  their  wonderfully  unique  names  and  insignias.  All  of  them 
march,  all  of  them  sing  and  all  of  them  proudly  wear  their  colors. 

Lest  we  forget,  we  also  witnessed  the  exodus  of  monoliths  and  boulders  in  various  departments.  Their  names  read  like  a  who's  who:  Dr.  Charlie  B. 
Hauser.  Wilma  Lassiter,  Cora  Massey,  Louise  Gaither,  Carrie  Robinson  and  Leon  Brown.  At  the  apex  of  these  monoliths  and  boulders  stood  the  one  and 
only,  Ruth  Greene,  the  last  of  a  species.  We  loved  all  of  you  madly. 

As  Seniors,  the  Class  of  1978  entered  the  campus  of  WSSU  anticipating  a  year  filled  with  laughter,  togetherness  and  love.  By  no  means  did  we  have  time 
to  rest  from  our  studies  because  we  were  pressing  toward  the  day  when  we  would  march  proudly  and  proudly  march  down  the  isle.  This  is  what  we  have 
been  working  for  and  we  shall  soon  realize  that  our  past  four  years  of  hard  work  will  soon  prove  beneficial  to  us. 

We  grew  intellectually  because  we  achieved  many  honors  and  had  many  things  to  be  proud  of.  Academics  never  declined  with  us  because  we  were  above 
all  hard  workers,  hard  to  beat  and  very  perceptive.  It  always  helps  to  have  good  teachers  in  these  endeavors.  We  were  a  clan  that  matured  socially, 
spiritually  and  physically.  Religious  organizations  spread  their  ideas  of  Christian  principles.  At  times,  many  of  us  seemed  to  put  our  books  asideand  place 
all  our  beliefs  and  trust  in  the  "almighty". 

Athletically  speaking,  one  of  the  most  positive  and  inspirational  events  happened  in  our  Senior  year.  Not  only  did  we  have  a  winning  football  team  for 
the  first  time  in  years,  WE  ALSO  WERE  UNDEFEATED  DURING  THE  REGULAR  SEASON.  1 1  -0.  This  was  the  first  undefeated  season  in  the  history  of  the  foot- 
ball team.  May  we  please  have  an  instant  replay:  WE  WERE  UNDEFEATED.  Thank  you  Coach  Bill  Hayes  and  your  fine  staff.  You  and  the  team  provided  us 
with  one  memory  that  we  could  never  erase.  This  vintage  football  season  was  capped  off  with  a  close  loss  to  Richmond,  Virginia's  Gold  Bowl.  However,  all 
was  not  lost.  The  mighty  marching  Rams  ruled  the  day  as  they  blew  SouBi  Carolina  State  "away". 

Apart  from  the  athletics,  the  stellar  academicans  among  us  were  quietly  but  steadily  gathering  honors  in  their  respective  areas  of  concentration.  Although 
R.  J.  Reynolds  Program  was  in  its  final  phase,  other  programs  and  grants  made  it  possible  for  a  considerable  number  of  serene  students  to  receive 
grants,  fellowships  and  other  financial  plans  in  amounts  sufficient  for  them  to  give  full  time  to  their  studies  in  such  schools  as  Meharry,  UNCC,  and  Ohio 
State. 

This  account,  of  course,  has  not  pretended  to  include  every  memorable  incident  of  our  WSSU  days.  By  noting  a  few  facts  and  fancies  it  may,  however, 
evoke  in  each  reader  a  personal  set  of  reflections  and  thus  provide  a  permanent  portable  chunk  of  WSSU  to  which  all  of  us,  smothered  by  future  "getting 
and  spending,"  may  repair  at  leisure  to  relive  those  days  of  joy  and  sorrow  beneath  the  banners  and  emblems  of  our  alma  mater.

His  name  is  Henry  Taylor,  but  he  is 
internationally  known  as  "Buddy".  Buddy  is  the 
athletic  trainer  of  WSSU.  A  native  of  Richmond, 
Virginia.  Buddy  began  his  career  as  a  trainer 
with  a  semi-pro  football  team,  the  Richmond 
Rams  in  1948.  He  was  next  associated  with  the 
Richmond  Rebels  from  1949  to  1950. 
Buddy  expanded  his  athletic  training 
expertise  during  his  stmt  in  the  military. 


Entering  the  Army  in  1951,  he  served  as  Post 
Athletic  Trainer  until  1953  at  Fort  Campbell. 
Upon  receiving  his  honorable  discharge,  Buddy 
entered  the  Chicago  College  of  Swedish 
Massage.  Though  accumulating  much  practical 
experience,  Buddy  still  wanted  to  realize  one  of 
his  life-long  goals:  to  be  the  proud  receipent  of 
a  college  degree.  In  1953,  he  entered  Morgan 
State  University  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  where 
he  received  his  B.S.  in  Health  and  Physical 


Education.  He  furthered  his  formal  training  at 
Indiana  University  where  he  received  the 
Masters  Degree  in  Professional  Athletic  Training 
in  1958. 

Armed  with  two  degrees  and  ample 
demonstrated  skills,  Buddy  accepted  the 
position  of  Head  Trainer  at  Virginia  Union 
University.  He  served  in  this  capacity  from 
1958  to  1961.  In  1961  he  moved  to  Tennessee 
State  University  in  Nashville.  There  he  had  the

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opportunity  to  work  with  many  future  Olympic

Ralph  Boston.  Wilma  Rudolph,  Edith  McGuire, 
Madahne  Manning  and  Wyomia  Tyus.  His 
experiences  at  Tennessee  State  University 
thrust  Buddy  into  the  national  and  international 
spotlight.  He  is  highly  regarded  and  respected 
by  his  peers. 

His  rise  to  international  recognition  began  in 
1967,  when  he  was  the  American  emissary 


serving  as  trainer  for  the  United  States  teams  at 
the  "Little  Olympics"  in  Mexico  City,  Mexico. 
He  served  in  the  same  capacity  in  1968  at  the 
Olympic  Games  in  Mexico  City  and  again  at  the 
1972  Olympic  Games  in  Munich,  Germany.  He 
also  served  as  trainer  for  the  Maccabiah  Games 
in  Tel  Aviv,  Israel  and  again  in  1973.  In  1974 
Buddy  joined  the  faculty  of  WSSU  in  the 
position  of  athletic  trainer.  Additionally,  Buddy 
is  co-author  of  a  very  fine  and  widely  used  book 


entitled:  Training  and  Conditioning  of  Athletes: 
Manual  for  Trainers  and  Physicians,  (published 
in  1970)

season  in  December  playing  against  a  bunch  ol 
patsies.''  Gaines  pointed  out  with  pride  Getting 
hundreds  of  victories  in  small  college  basketball 
is  often  tougher  than  doing  the  same  thing  in  the 
major  college  ranks,  Gaines  added,  making 
reference  to  the  Rochesters  and  other  easy  wins 
with  which  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  coaches 
frequently  pad  their  schedules 

The  54-year-old  Gaines,  who  has  been  at 
Winston-Salem  State  since  1946,  following  his 
graduation  from  Morgan  State,  has  won  just 
about  everything  there  is  to  win  in  Uie  small 
college  ranks  In  his  31  seasons  here,  he  has 
taken  his  Rams  to  the  CIAA  basketball  tourna- 
ment a  record  25  times,  his  teams  have  played 
in  Ihe  league's  championship  finals  a  record  14 
times,  and  he  has  a  record  eight  championship 
trophies  in  the  Whitaker  Gym  showcase  And  of 
course,  the  Rams  won  Ihe  NCAA  Division  II 
national  title  in  1967  with  Earl  "the  Pearl 
Monroe 

About  the  only  thing  left  to  win  is  the  NAIA 
national  tournament  in  Kansas  City,  the 
country  s  oldest  tourney  Guilford  and  Gardner- 
Webb,  as  usual,  will  try  to  block  the  road,  but 
Winston-Salem  State  now  appears  to  have  the 
strongest  small  college  team  in  District  26 

Gaines,  like  North  Carolina's  Dean  Smith,  is 
not  always  the  man  he  is  pictured  to  be  "Bobby 
Vaughn  at  Elizabeth  City  calls  me  the  God- 
father, and  Robert  Moore  at  Virginia  Union 
says  the  CIAA  tournament  out  to  be  renamed 
Ihe  Bighouse  Games  Memorial  Classic,  and  I 


guess  there  are  some  others  who  call  me  Big 
Nasty."  Gaines  said  about  his  image  "But  I 
think  one  of  my  secrets  is  thai  I  can  relate  to  Ihe 
kids  .  and,  you  know.  Uie  kids  react  to  the 
way  the  coach  reacts 

"A  lol  of  people  think  I  want  to  be  a  dictator. 
But  I'm  just  like  all  the  rest  of  the  coaches  —  I 
just  want  to  take  my  fair  advantage  well, 
maybe  unfair  advantage,  if  I  can  get  it." 

Gaines  in  public  appears  to  be  a  calm,  grand- 
fatherly  figure  But  on  the  sidelines  and  in  Uie 
lockerroom  he  can  be  as  mean  and  ferocious  as 
he  feels  the  situation  demands  He  is,  above  all. 
a  great  mtimidator.  constantly  correcting 
errant  referees  and  players  and  usmg  to  good 
advantage  the  powerful,  almost  legendary  aura 
that  surrounds  him. 

His  card  prowess  at  poker  and  tonk  carries 
over  to  the  courts,  where  he  psychs  opposing 
coaches  as  much  by  what  he  doesn  I  do  as  what 
he  does.  He  abhors  being  the  first  man  to  call  a 
time-out.  as  though  that  would  be  admitting  a 
flaw.  "You  have  to  do  your  homework  before 
you  ever  get  to  the  court."  he  reminds 

He  handles  personality  problems  among  his 
players  with  unevenness.  harshly  riding  one 
player  while  seeming  to  ignore  another's  mis- 
play  When  a  particular  problem  appears  hard 
to  crack,  he  offers  the  problem  a  long  ride  in  his 
red  Ford  LTD.  to  talk  over  the  woes  of  the 
world,  to  loosen  up  the  situation 

"You  cant  have  kids  on  the  team  who  tend  lo 
second-guess  you"    Gaines  says,  with  a  large 
dose  of  annoyance   And  he  implies  that  sports-

writers  who  second-guess  him  are  fair  game  lor 
a  ploy  from  his  huge  bag  of  mental  tricks. 

Now  that  Gaines  has  joined  that  magic  circle 
with  Adolph  Rupp,  Phog  Allen.  Henry  Iba  Jodn 
Wooden  and  Ed  Diddle,  he  feels  those  men  are 
open  to  scrutiny.  And,  while  he  refers  to  the  im- 
pressiveness  of  Rupp  in  several  of  the  clinics 
Gaines  attended  during  the  late  Forties  and  ear- 
ly Fifties,  he  points  out  that  Rupp.  among 
others,  racked  up  hundreds  of  victories  before 


the   country   really   became   saturated   with 
basketball  enthusiasts. 

"I  could  learn  more  basketball  in  half  an  hour 
with  Rupp  than  most  guys  could  learn  in  two 
days  with  anyone  else,"  Gaines  declared.  "But, 
with  all  due  respect  to  the  man.  nobody  else  in 
the  Southeastern  Conference  was  even  coaching 
basketball  seriously  until  about  10  years  ago 
Rupp  worked  at  basketball  while  everybody  else 
played  at  it."
